The crow i.s best known by the un- 


favorable reputation it has acquired in 
Hie corn field, the poultry yard nnd 
through its attacks on other crops be- 
sides corn. 
It, however, carries on a 


warfare against certain Insect enemiei 
of the fanner. Indiscriminate killing 
i" not warranted, and even in ^n*exs 
where die crow is doin;? harm •prevent- 
ive measures will often put n stop to 
'the nuisance nnd iillow the bird to con- 
tinue what good w o i k it may be rlv 
ing on Insects. Among the preventive 
niensurps supge.sted by the. Unite*!, 
States Department of Agriculture are: 


1. The use of coal tar and other de- 


terrents on seed grain. 


2. Scattering grain over fields where 


the crop is just sprouting. 


3. Stretching twine about and across 


fields from polos stationed at intervals. 
A network of such .strands is often ef- 
fective in protecting poultry yards. 


4. The use of frightening 
device? 


nnd the hanging up of the dead bodies 
of crows in conspicuous places. 


In places where more drastic meas- 


ures are necessary the killing of even 
n few crows will intimidate others and 
these will iisuall.v shun Ihe area for 
wrnie time.' Such procedures include— 


1. The use of tioison (strychnine) In 


places where this is permitted by law. 
Corn nnd liens' eggs are the most ef- 
fective boils. 


2. Trapping by means of steel traps, 


carefully concealed and baited wiU« 
hens' pggs. 


?,. Destroying nests—a measure that 


will most frequently .put a stop to the 
poultn-rnlrling activities of a pnir of 
crow: which have rheir nest nearby. 


4. Shooting—tho hunter being aided 


by the USP of a crow call, and, \vlie; e 
possible, also by a mounted owl placed 
rnn'spiruonsly on 11 pyle. Several night 
liltncks by a number of men equipped 
v i t h shotguns will frequently ronmv* 
objectionable v\ inter roosts.

one-half cupful of sugar to the egg 
white and lightly stir the sugar in a 
little at a lime. Then add the yolk, a 
grilling of lemon peel, one quarter of 
a tpnspoonful of ginger, one-half cup- 
ful of milk, a little salt and one and 
one-half cupfuls of flour sifted with 
two rpaipoonfiils of baking powder. 
Mix nnd drop by teaspoohfuls into hot 
fnt. When cool roll in powdered sugar. 
With a little practice these doughnuts 
mny be made as round as a ball. The 
fat must be hot enough to brown a 
cube of bread In one minute. If not 
nor enough the doughnuts will flatten 
mid soak fnt. 


The following is one of the famous 


Salvation Army recipes for doughnuts 
which were served daily by the thou 
sand during the war: 


Jelly Doughnuts.—Dissolve one yeast 


cake and one tablespoonful of sugar 
In one and one-fourth cupfuls of milk 
scalcltid and cooled to hike warm; 
add 
one 
and 
one-half cupfuls of 


flour and beat well. 
Cover and let 


stand In a warm plane until light— 
about three-quarters of an hour. Add 
Ihe sponge to three fablrspoonfuls of 
butter, one-half cupful of sugar, one 
well-beaten egg, one teaspoonful of 
salt 11 nd three more cupfuls of flour. 
Let ris-o two hours, roll out to one- 
third Inch In thickness, cut with a 
cookie cutter. Stretch the dough, add 
one teaspoonful of jelly, wet the edges 
and squeeze together. Cover and let 
rise again for forty-five minutes. Then 
drop in deep fnt and cook two to three 
minutes on each side. 


Doughnut Balls.—-Mix together one 


cunful of sugar, one-half teaspoonful 
of nutmeg, two well-beaten eggs. Dis- 
solve one teaspoonful of soda in one 
cupful of sour milk. Add about three 
cupfuls of flour and drop by ieaspoon- 
fuls In hot fat. This recipe is similar 
to the drop doughnuts above, but It 
makes double the amount.
